Reduce th e government’s printing bill. 
7. 
Elim inate federal vocational education appropriations. 
8. 
Postpone construction of new heating plant fo r government 
buildings in W ashington.

O., April 16— A 
terrific explosion, apparently from 
a time bomb, wrecked the home cf

Homes were shaken In the neigh­ 
borhood and the roar was heard 
seven or eight miles away.

Po­ 
lice said all three might have been 
killed had they been at home. 
Mitchell said he left the lights 
burning when he left the house. 
Police Investigators said the men 
who planted the bomb evidently 
believed the family was at home.
